This year we present the 
inspirational painting ‘‘Na- 
tivity’’, known as one of the 
finest paintings of the 15th 
century artist Antonio Allegri 
Correggio.

The original work was ac- 
complished in 1530 and now 
hangs in the Royal Art Gal- 
lery in Dresden. The photo- 
graph used for our reproduc- 
tion is of a copy, done in the 
17th century, which now 
hangs in the Museum of Fine 
Arts in Boston. We are par- 
ticularly grateful for permis- 
sion from the Museum to re- 
produce the photograph. 

The artist finished this 
painting, sometimes called 
‘(phe Night’’, only four years 
before his death in 1534. He 
was born in 1494.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Pray For Peace On Earth 

Merry Christmas to all. 

With sincerest good wishes, we extend our greetings 
this Christmastime. And we hope you will join with us in 
praying that the true message of Christmas will be better 
understood by more people, in more lands, during the 12 
months to come. 

For truly, unless men, women and children in all coun- 
tries come to understand that peace on this earth is not 
just desirable, but absolutely necessary, we face a bleak 
future. If enough people — not just political leaders — 
come to realize this, then we can look forward to years of 
fruitful living, without the shadow of cold or hot wars. 

Thus, embodied in our Christmas wishes for each of 
you, is the hope that you’will join with us in praying for, 
and working towards the establishment of a peaceful and 
happy world. Each of us, in our own way, can contribute 
to the realization of this goal. 


Surprising Ruling 

We were surprised, last week, to find that present se- 
lectmen can run for the office of selectman under the new 
manager charter as though they were seeking re-election 
under the present system. 

But that seems to be the case. Town Clerk George 
Winslow, backed up by the state election division, has 
ruled that the men are seeking the same office, regardless 
of charter changes. This, of course, gives the incumbents 
considerable advantage, 

It has been estimated, by persons in a favorable posi- 
tion to know, that a position on top of the ballot is worth 
one vote in fifty — that is, one person of each 50 will 
mark the top name on the ballot, regardless of whose name 
it is. Following this to a conclusion, it is easily seen 
that one vote in 50 means 10 in 500 or 100 votes in 5,000. 
In a contest next March, 100 extra votes could mean a 
great deal. With the possibility that the vote may be split 
in many directions, it is not difficult to foresee a situa- 
tion where 100 votes might mean the difference between 
victory and defeat. 

It was particularly surprising to hear the ruling, be- 
cause we had felt that this election would mark a total 
change from the present system. It is the first election 
under the new charter; all candidates must seek specific 
terms; and the powers and duties of the office have been 
spelled out somewhat differently than before. But it seems 
that the title is what counts. If the job was to be called 
something else but selectman, then there would be no re- 
election preference on the ballot. 

It does indeed seem strange that a new charter — offer- 
ing a new and better municipal organization — should be 
so bound up in election laws that incumbents under the 
discarded system have the advantage on election day. 

For needless to say, it is not essential to have the new 
board of selectmen entirely composed of present office- 
holders, And the present ruling does encourage and lend 
aid to the present selectmen in their bids for election 
next March. 


Careful Study Required 

from time to time, the possibility of changing our un- 
limited town meeting to a representative form of town 
meeting comes up for discussion. 

\nd naturally there are conflicting opinions of its prac- 
ticality. 

The theory behind it is good — a smaller number of 
voters elected to represent their townsmen ‘at town meet- 
ing. 

But does this always work out along theoretical lines? 
Is the system an improvement? 

This is open to considerable debate, for there are occa- 
sional examples of the representative form that make us 
believe it is too political in nature; too likely to become 
involved with strong pressure groups. If these groups are 
selfish, then worthwhile projects of considerable benefit 
to the town may be scuttled for private reasons. It is 
slightly more difficult for a pressure group to stampede an 
unlimited town meeting, with over 1,000 persons present, 
although it seems sometimes to work when only a bare 
quorum of 350 attends a meeting, 

Thus there are many factors involved in a change to the 
representative form — and we would hesitate to recommend 
it unless careful study is given the subject by many 
serious-minded men and women. Perhaps it would be a 
good idea for some unofficial group to Sponsor a study of 
the subject, for the benefit of us all. If all the facts be- 
come available from such a study, the town might be in a 
position to decide whether such a change would be of any 
benefit.

Receipts at the Post Office for 
Christmas are 25 percent over a 
year ago. 

The Andover Male Choir will be 
host, Jan. 6, to several clubs be- 
longing to the New England 
Federation of Men’s Singing 
Clubs.

The phantom fire alarm con- 
tinues to haunt fire officials and 
townspeople alike. A week ago, 
the alarm rang for three boxes, 
but there were no fires, nor had 
the boxes been tampered with.

were no lires, no tampering. 

One of the worst wintry blasts 
has been hitting Andover during 
the past three days. Tuesday it 
snowed, with high winds driving 
the snow.

10 Years Ago — December, 1948

All town departments are busy 
preparing budgets. The 1948 bud- 
get totaled $1,005,593, which 
included a cost-of-living bonus 
of $4 weekly to all employees of 
the town. 

Boxford has asked the School 
Committee to consider accepting 
tuition pupils from that community. 
Officials of the School Committee 
of Boxford appeared before the 
local Committee, explaining that 
about 60 students would be in- 
volved.

Another substantial 
saving, although difficult to 
appraise but certainly attributable 
to the lien law, is the number of 
would-be recipients who have left 
or stayed off the public assist- 
ance rolls, It is a matter of re- 
cord that in the first six months 
of the new law nearly 3,000 indivi- 
duals requested that their names 
be removed from the relief lists. 

Here, then, is further proof that 
sensible laws and proper public 
administration can protect the 
taxpayers’ interest.
